Middletown, Pa., and arrived there on 


Sept. 12. : 
November 16, 1898, the Regiment 

were ordered to Camp Wetherell, 

Greenville, South Carolina, which 


they reached on Nov. 18, aud remained 
there until March 81, 1899, when they 
they were mustered out aud started for 
home. 

The Regiment lost only 13 by death ; 
Co. G, lost only one. This is a bare 
outline of the history of the Sth since 
enlisting to fight the Spaniards. 

At 9.30 Monday morning, April 3, 

1899, the Regiment reached Boston in 
good health and spirits and marched in 
parade from the Southern Station to the 
State House where they were greeted 
by Governor Wolcott, members of the 
State Government, Legislature, ete 
Although without guns the boys made 
4 good appearance and were enthusias- 
tically cheered along the route. 

Company G, Captain Linwood KE 
Hanson in command, were met in Bos- 
ton by the Woburn Brass Band, City 
Officials, and a Committee of Grand 
Army men, and duly taken in charge as 
soon as the parade and State House 


reception were concluded. ‘They were 
treated to a good lunch by a Boston 
caterer and warmly welcomed by th 
Woburn representatives. 

Owing to some kind of a misunder 
standing the Military Alarm, which 


was intended to announce the departure 
of the boys from Boston for Woburn, 
was rung at 11.30, a. m., while in fact 
they did not leave there until 12.10 p.

HIS FAVORITE ROLE. 


Among my dearest memories of Italy 
is that of the evenings I used to spend 
in Vonice with the Cavalier Cicogna, 
as he was known upon the stage. We 
usually sat in the garden of the Osteria 
until late into the night—sometimes 
tete-a-tete, sometimes in the company 
of old Captain Amati. 

By the garden of the Osteria one is 
not to understand anything like that 
which the name, used elsewhere, might 
imply. It was simply a small courtyard 
about 12 feet square and was paved 
with slabs of marble. Four high walls 
inclosed it like a funnel, and from three 
of these the court was overlooked by 
windows and balconies which, asa rule, 
were festooned with grimy washings. 
But, unless one chose, he need see noth- 
ing of this, for above our table—thero 
was space for only one—the branches of 
a noble vine interlaced to form a thick 
screen of foliage. 

Thus one could sit here quite cool and 
comfortable, and, when the moon came 
up over the tall chimney tops and its 
silver lines threaded the dense mass of 
leaves and tendrils and dallied with the 
bottle of dark Trentino which stood on 
the mottled marble before us, this very 
garden became a little world full of 
poetry. Then was the place weil suited 
to the tales of the Cavalier Cicogna, 

In his jokes, anecdotes and stories, 
the Italy of the robbers and romantic 
wars, the Italy of the Austrian occupa- 
tion and of secret conspiracies, the Italy 
of Garibaldi and Victor Emmanuel, 
and, not least of all—for Oavalier 
Cicogna had been one of the most dis- 
tinguished impersonators of Doctor 
Bartolo and Dom Pusquale—tho Italy 
of Rossini and Donizetti. Here the 
old man told us the story of Signor 
Campobassi, concerning which he de- 
clared somewhat violently, as was his 
wont, that the Madonna might withdraw 
her favor from him if every word were 
not the truth. The story which he had 
told us repeatedly, as was his custom, 
ran as follows: 

“Are you familiar with Farli? No. 
Well, it does not lie on the regular 
route of tourists, and I am not surprised 
that you are not acquainted with it. 
But you know it by name, captain, do 
you not? And you have no doubt heard 
of Signor Campobassi—but only casu- 
ally, eh? I knew him well. I have sat 
with him over Refosco as we sit here 
over this Trentino. He was a very agree- 
able comrade, and it grieved us all to 
lose him. The ladies adored him, for he 
was a slender, finely formed fellow, 
with the most beautiful eyes in the 
world and a mustache—as if the Ma- 
donna herself had meant him for a tenor. 
We men liked him because we had in 
him a true friend, and one who always 
stood ready to he)p with his purse or 
his dagger, and who had no trace of 
haughtiness about him, although he was 
the favorite of the public. He was ono 
of those exceptional men who have not 
an enemy. 

“But I forgot. Farli is in the vicinity 
of Rome, at the foot of the Abruzzi 
mountains, a small but rich and very 
flourishing town. It was in the fifties 
that I went thither with a newly formed 
company. 

‘‘Farli had a very spacious new thea- 
ter. We pleased the public, did a thriy- 
ing business and accordingly were well 
suited to stay there. But it was our 
primo tenore, Signore Campobassi, who 
awakened the most interest. Our im- 
presario smiled contentedly whenever 
he chanced to mention him, and said, 
with a knowing look, ‘That was the 
best hit Iever made.’ I can still re- 
member well to what straits he had been 
put for a tenor. He refused to lay out 
much money for one, and tenors, as a 
rule, are high in their prices, Then one 
day, as we were sitting in the cafe, 
Campobassi appeared, inquired for the 
director and asked him to try his voice. 
He said he was a peasant’s son from the 
neighborhood of Areggo, but even asa 
child he had had such an ear for musio 
that he knew by heart all the airs he 
had ever heard. It was the opinion 
among his acquaintances that he could 
sing finely, and so he had thought that 
he might make his fortune in the opera. 
Now, he had heard that Signor Mario 
was looking for a tenor, and so he had 
made haste hither to offer himself. 

“Our impresario was a cunning fox 
and shook his head gravely at this, ‘It 
would be a great deal of trouble to coach 
you,’ he said. But Oampobassi replied 
that on this account he would be con- 
tent with a very small salary, 

“Signor Mario still shook his head, 
but he took up his glass, contemplated 
for awhile the dissolving bits of ice and 
finally drank the remainder of his 
‘granito’ with an air of decision. 

‘**Well, we will try it,’ said he, 
‘Colleagues, if you have any desire to 
be present at the rehearsal, follow me.’ 

‘We were all curious enough, so 
we started for the theater in spite of the 
midday heat, There Campobassi sang a 
couple of airs from the most familiar 
operas, and the more he sang the more 
significantly did Mario wink at us. His 
fat, round face fairly shone und glowed 
for joy. Nevertheless at the end he said 
rather coolly, ‘You will make us much 
work, Campobassi, but I will give you 
trial.’ 

‘‘As a matter of fact, the trouble he 
made us was very slight, He had such 
hu extraordinary musical ear that he re- 
tained the most difficult passages if 
they had been sung before him only 
once correctly, In addition, he had a 
natural facility for acting; so that he 
was less awkward than many tenors of 
long experience. It is true his perform- 
ances lacked artistio finish, but the 
crudities in his singing were atoned for 
by the stupendous ‘material,’ a voi o 
which surmounted everything and was 
yet of the purest and most beautiful 
quality, Such a tenor had not been 
heard for many a day in Farli, and peo- 
ple thronged the theater only for the 
sake of hearing him, Compobassi was 
soon the idol of the Farlese, If two 
men were found quarreling anywhere, 
one might be sure that Campobaasi 
was the subject of the dispute, and if a 
maiden, lost in revery, appeared to see 
nothing and hear nothing, one might 
stake one’s life that she was all the 
while seeing and hearing Oampobaassi,

We had been chatting about everything 
possible and impossible, and one of us 
at last turned the conversation to the 
subject of favorite roles. Bach one 
named his own—I, Dr. Bartolo; Poe- 
drocehi, Rigoletto, Mario said joking- 
ly that his favorite opera was the one 
ia Which he had least to do, Campobas- 
si was silent, 

“At length we pressed him to confess 
his own preferences, but he shrugged 
his shoulders and replied, Jaughing: 
‘My favorite role? That is probably my 
own secret.’ 

“'No secrets among the colleagues,’ 
grumbled Pedrocchi. 

** "No secrets?’ was Campobassi's an- 
swer, ‘Well, perhaps I will play you 
my favorite role tonight.’ 

"*Oh, the Trovatorel!’ we exclaimed, 
for we were to bring out the opera 
on that day for the first time in Farli, 
Campobassi shrugged his shoulders 
again, and we broke off the conversa- 
tion at this point, as our prima donna 
came toward us under the arcades, 

On the evening of the same day the 
‘Trovatore’ was placed on the boards, 
All that Farli possessed of aristocracy 
and distinction was present at the thea- 
tor that night. Not a seat was vacant. 
The great expectations which were 
cherished concerning Oampobassi’s per- 
formance were not disappointed. Here 
he could give himself free rein, and his 
voice rang through the house not like a 
tonor—no, like a choir of tenors, The 
applause would not cease, and Campo- 
bassi was called out repeatedly, 

“At last came the ‘Stretta.’ Now the 
audience would surely be thrown into 
ecstasios, and we had not deceived our- 
selves. Wreath after wreath was flung 
from the boxes, all the people stamped 
their feet, clapped and cried ‘Viva!’ 
aud ‘Da Capo!’ Finally Campobassi, 
smiling, made a gesture to signify that 
he would repeat the ‘Stretta.’ The storm 
was laid, and it grew suddenly so still 
in the theater that one could have heard 
the buzzing of a fly. We all stood there 
behind the scenes and beheld Campo- 
bassi step forward to the footlights, a 
departure from custom which did not 
strike us oddly, for tenors are allowed 
many liberties, 

‘*But what was that? He was saying 
something in an undertone to the or- 
chestra, and the musicians, who had 
already begun the opening bars, broke 
off in their playing. Instead of the 
notes of the ‘Stretta’ we heard Campo- 
bassi speak—speak words which made 
the blood stiffen in our yeins, which 
threw such a spell over us that we were 
unable to stir from the spot long after 
Campobassi had finished his speech, 

“T can remember it as vividly as if 
it had all happened yesterday, ‘Honored 
patrons and citizens of Farli,’ he began 
—and probably at this point he made 
one of his consummately graceful bows 
—'I thank you for the affection you 
have shown for me, the more since this 
is my farewell appearance, After to- 
night you will, I fear, hardly care to 
hear me again. I beg you will all re- 
main quietly in your seats, for then, 
upon my honor, not a hair of any one’s 
head shall be molested. Any movement 
can only lead to mischief, for my men 
are patrolling the corridors and all the 
exits are guarded, Nor can help come 
to you from the direction of the stage, 
for the enlarged chorus which has to- 
night sung so valiautly consists, for the 
most part, of my own people, and they 
also are well furnished with weapons. 
I am, honored patrons, the Fra Angelo 
whose name is certainly well known to 
you, I, too, am armed, as you see, and 
these pistols are well loaded. But far 
be it from me to inflict any injury upon 
you who have shown me so much con- 
sideration—my word for that. At this 
very moment a member of the chorus 
has already taken our honored impre- 
sario in charge. ‘Chat I shall not exact 
tribute of my colleagues you will natu- 
rally infer. On the other hand, honored 
patrons, I have often provided enter- 
tainment for you, and it is on that ac- 
count justifiable that I should require 
some recompense from you, more espe- 
cially since our impresario has paid 
me an honorarium which my sense of 
shame will not permit me to name. So 
have the kindness, good people, to de- 
liver your watches, rings, chains, purses 
and the like with all alacrity to those 
who will now pass from seat to seat. 
The exits are guarded, as I have re- 
marked, and the more generously and 
quietly you perform your part the 
quicker will this business be saccom 
plished. In the meantime I will ask the 
orchestra to play some favorite airs, 
which may serve as an agreeable dis- 
traction for those who have discharged 
their obligations.’ 

‘In truth, the orchestra did com- 
mence to pluy, and, as we learned later, 
everything passed off as Fra Angelo had 
wished. As ao matter of fact, all his 
threats had been superfluous, for the 
hame of the famous bandit had alone 
sufficed to render every one helpless, 

“Fra Angelo supervised the entire 
transaction from the stage, said a few 
words of thanks when it was ended, 
then turned toward the flies. As he 
passed us he clapped me laughingly on 
the shoulder and said, ‘Did I not tell 
you, Cicogna, that I should play my 
favorite role tonight?’ 

“With that he vanished, and we 
rushed terrified out into the open air, 
The audience streamed out at the doors 
in unwonted haste, and the first among 
them had already summoned the guard- 
ians of the so called public safety. <A 
few moments later the signals of the 
carabinieri sounded through the streets 
of the town, but of Fra Angelo and his 
men not a trace was to be found,’’—

WHEN FIRE BREAKS OUT. 


Keep Cool and R mber and Pot. 
low ° sae Inatructions 

In case of fire, if the burning articles 
are at once splashed and sprayed with 
a solution of salt and nitrate of am- 
monia an inecombustible coating is 
formed. This is a preparation which 
can be made at home at a trifling cost 
and should be kept on hand, Dissolve 
20 pounds of common salt and ten 
pounds of nitrate of ammonia in seven 
water. Pour this into quart 
thin slass and fire grenades

In this connection it is well to re- 
member that water on burning oil scat- 
ters the flame, but that flour will ex- 
tinguish it. Salt thrown upon a fire if 
the chimney is burning will help to 
deaden the blaze. If a fire once gets 
under headway and prompt exit be 
comes a necessity, a silk handkerchief 
dipped in water and wrapped about the 
mouth and nostrils will prevent suffoca- 
tion from smoke; failing this, a piece 
of wet flannel will answer 

Should smoke fill the room, recall 
your physics—remember that smoke 
goes first to the top of the room and 
last to the floor. Wrap a blanket or 
woolen garment about you, with the 
wet cloth over your face, drop on your 
bands and knees and craw! to the win- 
dow. Bear in mind that there is no 
more danger in getting down froma 
three story window tban from the first 
floor if you keep a firm hold of the 
rope or ladder. Do not slide, but go 
hand over hand. —New York Tribune. 


Too Well Imitated, 

It is no easy matter for a violin maker 
to rival the famous Stradivarius instru 
ments, but this an American maker did 
and did so effectually that experts pro- 
nounced his violin a genuine Stradi- 
varius. 

The successful man was the late 
George Gemunder, a famous violin mak 
erof New York. His remarkable ability 
asa preparer of violins was known to 
many a distinguished player, such as 
Ole Bull, Remenyi and Wilhelmj. But 
he made, so runs the story, his greatest 
success at the Paris exposition of Eiffel 
tower fame. To that exhibition he 
sent an imitation Stradivarius, and to 
test its merits had it placed on exhibi 
tion as the genuine article. 

A committee of experts carefully ex- 
amined the instrument and pronounced 
it a Stradivarius. So far Mr, Gemun- 
der’s triumph was complete. But now 
came a difficulty. When he claimed 
that it was not an old violin, but a new 
one made by himself, the committee 
would not believe him. They declared 
he never made the instrument and pro- 
nounced him an imposter. He had done 
his work too well.—Youth’s Compan 
ion.

A Duty That Can be Spared. 


New England protectionists will pretty 
solidly sympathize with the attempt of 
the New England Shoe and Leather As- 
sociation to procure a repeal of the 
present duty on hides. 

If this duty can be justified at all it 
must be on a revenue tariff or free trade 
basis. Cattle are not raised for their 
hides, as sheep are raised for their wool. 
The hide is a by-product, and had thus 


thriff legislation for a great many years. 
Kor a quarter of a century hides had 
been on the free list, yutil, in response 
ta an ill-advised and by no means 
general clamor from the West, they were 
made subject to a duty of 15 per cent 
in 1897. Our Massachusetts Senators and 
Representatives opposed this departure 
from the settled policy of Republican 
law-making. Messrs. Hoar and Lodge 
spoke and voted against it when the 
duty came up for action, But they were 
overborne. The amendment was ac- 
cepted, Of course, both Senators voted 
for the tariff? as a whole, because this 
one point in which the new law injured 
New England was outbalanced a hun- 
dred times by the benetits whieh Mi 


bestowed, yecially upon our great tex 
tile manufacturing interests, | 

The war Congress had no time nor 
theught for the tariff, but a determined 
éffort will be made in the new session 
to repeal a duty which is illogical from 
tlie protective standpoint, and is as un 
necessary as it is unjust. The Journal, 
which strenuously registed the imposition 
af the duty two years ago, wishes the 
New England Shoe and Leather Associa- 
tion success in its movement to have the 
duty removed and hides restored to the 
free list.—Boston Journal.

When Hix Peelings Overcame Him, 


‘At the close of the civil war said 


the old major the countr full of 
hero worshipers, and there were heroes 
by the hundred worthy worship 


Grant avas the first of the great gen 
erals to pass throngh the Union states 
after the closs f the war, and the 
greeting to him was like an uprising 
of the nation. The hearts of men and 

men were filled with thankfulness, 
and the multitudes that gathered abont 
Grant seemed intent on taking the most 
popular mnan of the time in their arma 
There were mothers by the thonsand 
who bad lost sons, wives who had lost 
husbands, children who had lost fathers 
and old soldiers who bad served with 
hiin, all turning with the wildest dem- 
onstrations of affection and pride to- 
ward Grant 

“Up to that time no such crowds had 
ever been seen in this conntry, Con- 
trolled by strong emotion, they were 
not ensily managed. Grant, never a 
showy man, stood before these great 
ayuregations of demonstrative human- 
ity amazed—almost abashed—by the 
manifestations of affection and deyo- 
tion. The fact that the people stood in 
awe of the commanding general of all 
the armies restrained the great crowds 
when the guards were powerless. There 
was nothing in Grant's manner or look 
or conduct on such asions to invite 
enthusiastic demonstration, He seemed 
ruther to disconrage it So fur as his 


| appearance went, he was unresponsive. 


“When the enthusiasm raged ina 
tumult about him, when men cheered, 
when women held ont their arms and 
called bis name, when children screamed 
in delight, he looked down on all with 
an almost distressed expression on his 
e, with an occasional look behind 
him as thongh he contemplated rnnning 
away.

A REUNION. 

The fifth Regiment Veteran Associa- 
tion will hold their reunion this year 
in Woburn on Tuesday, June 27 
There is no place where it could bi 
more appropriptely held, for as early 
as the year 1800 this town had a Com 
pany in the Fifth Regiment of Light 
Infantry,” which has retained its nem 
bership in all the re-organizations ol 
the Command that have since taken 
place. 

In 1854 and 1855 a strenuous mov 
wae made to repeal the Militia Law of 
the State and it came near proving suc- 
cessfull—indeed, but for the active 
work of Col. W. ‘T. Grammer, then 
member of the House, and subsequent- 
ly Colonel of the Fifth, and a few others, 
the law would have been erased from 
the statute books. A majority of the 
House Committee on Military Affairs 
reported in favor of repeal, but ‘*Col 
Grammer of Woburn, the only rea! 
military man on the House special 
committee to whom the various 
petitions were referred, General 
Jones, Colonel Wright and others * * 
gained their ends * * and it was 
voted: ‘deemed inexpedient to legisla- 
ture.’”’ Thus Col. Grammer saved Ly 
a minority report and good manage- 
ment the Militia of the State from an 
uvihilation, The movement grew out 
the Burns slave case and was based on 
a petition for repeal signed by Walter 
Channing and 505 others. It was u 
time of intense excitement, 

The people will be glad that the As- 
sociation’s reunion is to be held here 
this year. Colonel Robert S. Daniels 
of Peabody is its President. ‘Their re- 
unions have always been well attended 
by a fine body of men, many of whom 
were boys when in the service but have 
grown to be substantial men of affairs 
in their several towns and cities. 

The Association includes men who 
served in the enlistments from April, 
1861, to November, 1864, a full ac- 
count of which is found in Robinson's 
‘History of the Fifth Regiment, M. 
Vv. M.” 


ADJOURNED. 


The Legislature for 1899 finished 
business at o’clock last Saturday 
evening and was duly prorogued by 
the Governor.

HUTCH" MANIPULATED

He Let Up on All the “Good Feliows" 
That He Knew, bat He Made the 
Smart Guys That Had Heen Trytna 
to Down Him Howl Out Loud, 


Two days before settling day wheat 
touched $1.25. The pit was wild with 
excitement, but “Old Huteh’’ remained 
in his favorite chair, tilted back against 
one of the posts, calm and indifferent 
Frenzied men crowded abont him and 
implored, begged and demanded to 
know where the advance would stop 
For all of them Mr, Hutchinson had the 
sane answer 

“Come in and settle, boys. Septem- 
ber wheat will bring $1.50 tomorrow 
and #2 on settling day.”’ 

‘Tomorrow’ came, and wheat was 
bid up to $1.50, with speculators tum 
bling over one another to get it at that 
price. Through the tamult Mr, Hutch 
inson sat nnmoved. He was the only 
man in all that howling crowd who bad 
grain to sell, and he didn't see fit to let 
go of it. The closing bell found brokers 
clamoring about him with offers to buy 
at $1.50, bot he ignored them 

“It will be #2 tomorrow, boys,” 
all he would say. 

And it was. The mark the old man 
had set was reached, and he settled at 
that figure with such of the losers as 
were obstinate and had not already 
come into cainp. Reports vary as to 
what he cleared on the squeeze, the fig- 
ures generally accepted being between 
$2,500,000 and $8,750,000. At the 
same time Mr. Hutchinson was careful 
to avoid severe pressure on any of the 
‘*good  fellows."’ Among his close 
friends at that time was Columbus A. 
Orvis. During the last days of the cor- 
ner Mr. Orvis heard of a number of 
their mutual friends who had been 
caught in the squeeze. In every in-

stance he would goto ‘Old Hutch" and 
say: 
“‘Old —— is short about 50,000, and 


is hit hard. Let up on him, Hutchin- 
son, for old times’ sake.”

I don’t want to 
hurt anybody.” 

In other instances old friends who 
scented a safe profit in the squeeze 
wanted to get into the market, but 
were unable to get buying orders ac- 
cepted. Nobody but Hutchinson «had 
wheat for sale. Every man of this class 
who applied directly to Mr. Hutchinson 
Was accommodated. In a number of 
cases he Jet them have wheat at $1 and 
$1.25 in 25,000 and 50,000 bushel lots, 
and they turned it over within a couple 
of days at $1.50 and $2. 

“I’m not after the 
Hutchinson said. ‘I hope every one of 
‘em will make money. The chaps I'm 
gunning for are those smart guys who 
have been trying to down me, and I'm 
going to get them. Lord, how I'l] make 
them howl!"’ 

He did. The losers howled so lond 
that the echoes of their cries were heard 
in the board of trade corridors for 
months. Unlike most corners, the bot- 
tom did not drop ont of the market 
when the September deal was settled 
Prices held up away into October, and 
weeks after Mr. Hutchinson had taken 
his profits and pulled ont traders were 
afraid to sell short lest the ghost of 
“Old Hutch"’ should pop up as a buyer 

Under the stern exterior, the appear- 
ance of which was increased by his rug- 
ged hook nose, sharp features and se- 
verely plain clothes, ‘Old Hutch" had 
a@ warm, kindly heart. He was devoted 
to children and was never so happy as 
when entertaining a party of little ones, 
which he frequently did at his office or 
club. People in financial distress always 
found in him a generous friend, espe 
cially those who were caught in the 
maelstrom of speculation. Nor were 
his charities in this line confined to his 
immediate associates. He assisted even 
those who were opposed to him in trade 
It is told of him that on one occasion a 
friend found him stamping about his 
office ina great rage. The news had 
just reached him of the impending fail 
ure of a trader for whom he had 
strong dislike.

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QUARRIES OF CARRARA. 


Where Some of the World's Finent 
Marble Is Obtained, 

Carrara marble is known thronghont 
the world, yet few of the many tonrists 
who are whirled along the Mediter 
ranean railway from Rome to Geron 
ever stop to visit the spot from which 
this famons stone is obtained. Carrara 
lies on the railway between Pisa and 
Florence. All the inhabitants of the 
little town are directly or indirectly in 
terested in the quarrying, working and 
shaping of the marble, and the glare of 
marble dust and marble meeta one on 
every side. The marble quarries are en- 
tirely different from what might be ex 
pected, and jn place of craning the neck 
to gaze down into the bowels of the 
earth one only has to admire the long, 
irregular rift in the flank of the moun 
tain, for the quarrying is all done on 
the surface and does not require the 
construction of pits or galleries, The 
quarries have been likened by one writ 
er to a cascade of water suddenly hard 
ened into stone. 

The percentage of men who meet hor- 
rible deaths in the quarries is very large 
notwithstanding the fact that powder 
and not dynamite is used. Of course 
many of these accidents are caused by 
careleseness on the part of the workmen 
When the great blocks are once detach- 
ed, they either roll down the mountain 
or are lowered to the desired place by 
means of ropes and tackle. No mia- 
chinery is employed, and all the work 
is done with the crudest appliances. A 
blast is announced by three long notes 
on a horn, but litlte attention seems to 
be paid to this signal by the workmen, 
and many terrible accidents result in 
consequence, 

A few years back, when accidents oc- 
curred, the cathedral bells were tolled 
to give warning to the people, but ow- 
ing to the anxiety and anguish of thou 
sands of pcor families on hearing this 
grewsome sound the custom has now 
been abolished, and the workmen all 
leave the quarries as soon as the acci- 
dent occurs in order to assure their 
families of their safety, and they are 
allowed their full day’s pay. The pay 
of the workmen is wretched, varying 
from 60 to 80 cents a day. A blast is 
very exciting to a stranger, who is usu- 
ally accompanied by a guide, who con- 
trives to get him in a place of absolute 
safety during the explosion. 

The marble is blasted high up on the 
peak, and the pieces bound or leap 
downward until they strike some ob- 
struction or the valley below. Former 
ly all of the immense chunks of marble 
had to be transported by primitive carts 
hauled by oxen, but now the railway 
affords an easy means of transporting 
to the market. The huge trucks are met 
everywhere floundering along, flinging 
great clouds of choking white dust in 
their train or splashing mud, which is 
white in this remarkable locality. Each 
car is drawn by 18 or 20 pairs of oxen, 
which are covered with the white dust 
which is everywhere. They are goaded 
by their cruel drivers, for the Italians 
are notorious for their cruelty to ani- 
mals. 

An interesting excursion is to one of 
the quarries which were worked by the 
Romans, and the quarries show how 
primitive were the means employed by 
men of antiquity. They first marked 
out the block npon the solid muss, and 
they actually cut it out by hand labor. 
In many places one can still see blocks 
which lie imbedded in the rubbish 
caused in quarrying and shipping them. 
The Romans split their blocks into slabs 
by inserting wooden wedges and keep- 
ing them continually wet until the 
swelling of the wood burst asunder the 
stone. A Roman altar was unearthed 
some years ago near the quarries, and 
a few rusty implements have also been 
discovered. 

Carrara marble has been a favorite 
with sculptors for nearly 2,000 years, 
and today it is nearly always used by 
the sculptor in preference to marble 
from any other locality. It is also 
largely used in decorating churches, — 
Scientific Americ an.

She told the 
young lady that her aunt, whom she 
had long ago lost trace of, used to have 
a picture just like that in her old li- 
brary at home. 

The young lady was greatly inter- 
ested and made numerous inquiries of 
the chaperone as to her parentage, ete 
Of course, she said, there were many 
pictures just like it all over the world, 
but it was such a peculiar one and she 
felt that she noticed something familiar 
about the voice and manner of the 
chaperone that she had hitherto unno- 
ticed. 

After reviewing the matter for sev- 
eral days and making observations she 
resolved to put what facts she had to- 
getber and write to her father. Six 
weeks later her father met the party at 
Liverpool and surprised them all by an- 
nouncing that the chaperone was his 
dead sister's only child, who was sup- 
posed to bave been lost on the Arcadia 
when its boilers exploded while cross- 
ing the Atlantic in 1884.—Minneapolis 
Journal.

ARE MADE OF GRAPHITE. 
Pinter Into the Come 
of Pencils, 

The first thing to be said about lead 
pencils is that they are not lead pencils 
atall Once upon a time sticks of lead 
were used for making marks on paper 
and wood, and the name has survived, 
though nowadays all the pencils are 
filled with graphite, or plumbago. This 
mineral ia found in only a few places in 
the world—in Cumberland, England, 
along the Laurentian ranges in the 
province of Quebec and at Ticonderoga, 
Vt. The largest mines on this conti- 
nent ere at the latter place 

The graphite is taken in the lump 
from the mines and carried to the re- 
ducing mill, where it is ground or pul- 
verized in stamp mills under water, 
The fine particles of graphite float away 
with the water through a nomber of 
tanks, collecting at the bottom of these 
reservoirs. It is packed in barrels in 
the form of dust and sent tothe factory, 
where tens of thousands of lead pencils 
are turned ont every day, The pniver 
ized graphite is so fine that it really is 
a dust, dingy in color and smooth and 
oily to the touch, It is divided into va- 
rious grades of fineness by floating it on 
wator tunk to another, The 
course dust sinks to the bottom of the 
first tank, the next finer to the 
of the second tank, and so on down the 
line, the finest powder for the finest 
pencils settling in the last tank 

In another series of tanks the German 
pipe clay, which is mixed with graphite 
to secure the different grades of pencils 
from very soft to extra hard, is graded 
in the same way, by floating. The finest 
clay is mixed with the finest graphite, 
being ground together between stones, 
and the hardness of the pencil is secured 
by increasing the proportion of clay in 
the mixture 

For the medinim grades seven parts 
by weight of clay are mixed with ten 
parts of graphite. After the graphite 
and clay are ground together the mix- 
ture is put in canvas bags and the wa 
ter is squeezed ont under a hydraniic 
press, Jeaving a mass the consistency 
of putty. The plaster is placed in a 
forming press, Which is a small iron 
cylinder, in which a solid plunger or 
piston works up and down. A steel 
plate having a bole the size and shape 
of the ‘‘lead’’ is put under the open 
end of the cylinder, and the plunger, 
pressing down the graphite 
through the hole, making a continuous 
thread of wire of graphite. As long as 
this thread jis moist it is pliable, but it 
becomes brittle when dry, so it is han- 
dled rapidly. It is cut into three lead 
lengths, straightened ont and then 
hardened in a 
The leads when taken from the cruci- 
bles are ready for the wood, which is 
pine for cheap pencils and cedar for 
more expensive ones, When the strips 
of wood are received at the factory, 
they are run through a machine which 
cuts in each one six grooves, round or 
square, and at the same time smooths 
the face of the wood.

The filled and 
glued strips are piled upon each other 
and put in a press, where they are left 
todry. The ends of the strip are evened 
off under a sandpaper wheel, and then 
the strips are fed into a machine which

ASLEEP ON 
PICKET. 


A Masterly Sketch of the Suf- 
ferings of a Sentinel In the 
Cuban War. 


It was the night after the terrible 
day at San Juan, and Private George 
Morton of the regulars was doing pick 
et duty on the heights. Not mueh t 
make a story out of, for after the ex 
citing events of that day, ever to he 
memorable in our history, anything 
else that can be told must seem simple 
and commonplace. But to Private 
Morton there at his post by the de- 
serted trenches it was destined to be 
even more eventful than the scenes he 
had just been through. 

Ever since the landing of his regi- 
ment, two days before, the moments 
had been filled with excitement and 
rough work that left little time for 
thought. But Private Morton, as 4 
general rule, was not much given to 
thought. A private in the regula 
army must be made Into a part of one 
splendid fighting mac hine. So Private 
Morton was content to do his duty and 
let the officers do the thinking. 

Though apparently not over 
of age, he was now serving his second 
term of enlistment and had seen 
enough of active service {in the Indias 
campaigns in Arizona and the Bad 
Lands to make war for him no noyelty 
He was counted a good soldier, and he 
knew by heart all the “rules of war" 
by which the sharp discipline of the 
regular army is enforced. 

But tonight it seemed to the soldier 
that the burdens of the service wert 
more than ordinarily oppressive. Fo) 
nearly 48 hours he had been on con 
stant duty, without rest or respite, 
marching through the tropical rain, 
wading streams, plodding in the mud, 
fighting, famishing, for in all that mac 
rush of the preceding days there had 
been no time for rest and hardly a 
thought for food and drink. Hyen the 
regulars had caught the infection and 
were nearly as reckless and improvl 
dent as the less disciplined and more 
thoughtless volunteers. The one thing 
to do was to possess that Spanish line 
before it could be re-enforced and be 
fore the dreaded fever should thin 
their own ranks. It was death in 
front, but just as certain death was 
stalking In the rear. And so during 
these last two days there had been no 
rest from duty, no moment in witel 
to catch a little sleep or relieve the 
muscles or mind from the terrible 
strain. The line bad been won and 
now must be guarded from surprisi 
and recapture, 

In detailing the guard for that impor 
tant service there were no fresh men 
from which to select. The fatigue of 
two days’ constant marching and fight 
ing could be no excuse, else there could 
be no guard, for all were equally worn 
and exhausted. When Private Morton 
heard the orderly sergeant call his 
name as one of the detail for guard 
duty, he had just flung himself dow) 
on the rain and blood soaked ground 
beside a dead Spanish soldier. Ther« 
had been no time to select a resting 
place. ‘The tired limbs had refused 
duty the moment discipline was relax 
ed, and he had fallen almost as a dead 
man there among the really dead, wit) 
all his accouterments still strappec 
about him and firmly grasping his 
heavy army rifle. But with the calling 
of his name the habit of discipline re 
turned, and he was promptly on his 
feet to form one of the little squad 
that marched away into the growing 
darkness toward the front for sentinel 
duty. 

He was stationed in the shadow of a 
few closely growing trees just beyond 
the now deserted trenches lately 
stubbornly defended by Spain's bray 
est soldters, with orders not to expose 
himself in the open, but to note the 
least movement or sound from the di 
rection in which the enemy had re 
treated, for {t was deemed very likely 
that a night attack might be attempted 
for the recovery of the hill. 

For a short time after his compan- 
fons left him Private Morton did not 
give much attention to himself. He¢ 
followed, tirst with his eyes, then by 
the ear, the movements of the litth 
band as guard after guard was placed 
and tried to keep in mind the location 
of the different men. It was no new 
work for him to be on guard, and there 
was no special novelty to him in the 
situation. War was war, whether in 
Cuba or Avizona. He knew that across 
that dark canyon, concealed by the

He could easily count 
up his rations for the last two days 
just five hardtack, soaked in mudd) 
water, in all that time, and as for 
sleep, when he came to think of It he 
did not believe that he had had any, 
unless perbaps he had slept awhile be 
tween the fighting and the detail fo: 
guard duty. 

How tired he was now, and how he 
would Like to sleep! It was to be only 
two hours of duty, then the rellef 
would come, If he could only pace his 
teat, it would be some relief, but bis

A QUEER TRADE THAT FLOURISHES 
ON THE PAGIFIC COAST. 


it Is Monopolized by Chinamen, Who 
Suppiy Their Mother Country With 
the Pink nted Dellency — Their 
Odd Methods of Working. 


“Shrimps, shrimps,” is a familiar ery 
in San Tranciseo, itinerant traders 
having stands where these pink, many 
lowed creatures are sold as peanuts 
tre retailed elsewhere, The shrimp 
erchants are generally Portuguese ot 
Italians, who by temptingly displaying 
thelr wares have created a demand for 
the succulent morsels, 

The capture of the shrimps consti 
tutes an important industry around 
San Francisco, and an investigation 
made by a curious American 
tine ago showed that the fisheries 
were in the hands of the Chinese, who 
were engaged in supplying the Canton 
and other Chinese markets with 
shrimps. 

The Chinese shrimpers, or shrimp 
dancers, as they are called, constitute 
a colony by themselves, and in the 
main represent as low a type of allens 
as can be found on American shores, 
One might sail around the harbor of 
San Francisco for days and not 
them, as their camps are concealed in 
certain out of the way nooks for rea- 
sons best known to themselves, 

At one point, where the hills dip 
down to the sea, a settlement was 
found. Here were a number of shan- 
tles of the poorest description, and 
leading out from the beach several 
small wharfs, to which were anchored 
nondescript fishing boats. Leading up 
from the shanties were two squares of 
parallelograms about 90 by 300 feet, 
which were perfectly distinct from the 
rest of the soil and a delicate pink 
color.

about in what was apparently a 
dance. They held their arms close to 
their sides, hopping now on one foot, 
again leaping into the air, moving for- 
ward in a direct line, some following 
the sides, others crossing, in all pre- 
senting to the observers a ludicrous 
appearance. Yet the contrast of the 
blue blouses of the dancers and the 
delicate pink of the floor was not in- 
artistic. 

Coming out of the bush and walking 
down the hill, the ground was found 
to be covered with pink shrimps. 
Chere were hundreds of them, drying 
in the sun, while with them were 
many young fishes. 

The dancers were stamping on the 
shrimps to crush the shells. They did 
not resent the visit in words, but their 
looks suggested that the visitors were 
not welcome. ‘The shanties were squal- 
id in the extreme, containing rude 
bunks about which were hung the oil- 
skins of the fishermen, from which a 
peculiar odor rose and mingled with 
that of stale opium and old fish. In 
the corner of one of the shanties was 
a pagan temple, with some attempts 
at the splendors one sees in San Fran- 
cisco. An odor of punk filled the air, 
and a Chinaman was rearranging the 
sandal sticks, while another prostrated 
himself before the shrine, This was 
the abode of the fishermen's god, and 
before they went out to break the 
American law the shrimpers invoked 
this god to bring them good luck. 

In taking shrimps the fishermen use 
various nets—sturgeon trawls, fyke 
nets, bag nets and others of fine mesh. 
The bag net is about 40 feet long—a 
huge cone with an opening 20 feet 
wide, grading down to a point. Near 
the mouth is a two inch mesh, Follow 
{ng this for 10 or 12 feet, it is reduced 
to one inch, while the bag has a mesh 
of but one-quarter to half an inch. 
These traps are set between poles on 
the flats and coyer the bottom, catch- 
jong every shrimp and fish that ap- 
pears. ‘The nets are set mainly at 
Light, often being hauled between 
midnight and sunrise. 

The shrimps are brought in in large 
numbers, rolled in baskets and the fol- 
lowing morning placed in vats of boil- 
ing water. In ten minutes they have 
assumed the delicate shrimp color. 
They are then taken out and placed on 
the level cleared spots and spread with 
brooms. Tere they bake or dry for 
five or six days, after which the men 
with the wooden shoes begin what has 
been referred to as the shrimp dance. 
The shoes are so heavy that the wear 
ers cannot move with much agility, so 
a curious shutie and jumping up and 
down is the result—a dance which, if 
seen, might find place on the melodra- 
matic stage. 

The object of the shrimp dance, as 
has been described, is to pulverize the 
crustaceans, and pestles and hammers 
are also used to loosen the meat. Irom 
here they go to the basket shakers, 
who, by placing the crushed shrimps 
in baskets, a quart at a time, dislodge 
them from the shells, Some use a ma 
chine which winnows out the shells, 
the meat and the shells being shipped 
to China. The shells are used as a fer 
tilizer about tea plants. The Chinese 
in China depend entirely on the San 
Francisco market for them, and a dee 
ade or so ago the amount of the yearly 
shipment was 769,660 pounds of shrimp 
meat, vaiued at $76,000, and nearly 
4,000,000 pounds of shells, valued at 
about $40,000,—San Francisco Letter.
